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Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  Year 
ended  31st  December,  1926 


In  presenting  the  18th  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital 
your  Committee  have  to  regret  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death 
of  Mr.  Reginald  Hargreaves,  one  of  the  original  Governors  of 
the  Hospital  and  a  regular  attendant  at  all  its  meetings.  The 
Hospital  was  open  throughout  the  year,  224  In-Patients  were 
admitted  against  208  in  1925  and  of  these  1 5  occupied  Private 
Wards  and  209  General  and  Maternity  Wards. 

In  addition  to  these  Out-Patients  numbered  68  against 
45  in  1925.  Accidents  numbered  72  of  which  33  were  admitted 
and  the  remainder  allowed  to  go  home  after  treatment.  In 
1925  there  were  34  cases  of  Accident  admitted  and  treated  and 
16  detained. 

• 

The  beds  were  occupied  3495  days  against  3318  days  in 
1925,  with  a  daily  and  weekly  average  Of  10. 4  throughout  the 
year.  The  average  length  of  stay  was  18  days. 

29  Maternity  cases  were  admitted  against  20  in  1925. 

With  regard  to  the  Income,  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that 
the  Income  from  Subscriptions  has  increased  from  £260  in  1925 
to  £312  in  1926,  this  is  due  in  part  to  some  Subscribers  having 
doubled  their  Subscriptions  for  which  the  Committee  are  most 
grateful,  but  it  is  felt  that  there  might  be  a  far  larger  number 
of  regular  Subscribers  to  the  Hospital.  Its  usefulness  must 
be  patent  to  all  as  is  clearly  shown  by  the  increased  number  of 
admissions. 

Donations  have  also  increased  from  £34  in  1925,  to  £60 
in  1926. 

The  returns  from  the  Hospital  Sunday  Fund  amounted 
to  £51,  this  is  £14  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  the 
Committee  beg  to  thank  all  those  who  so  kindly  worked  for  it, 
as  well  as  those  who  were  responsible  for  the  success  of  Queen 
Alexandra’s  Rose  Day  which  brought  in  £24  after  deducting 
50%  sent  to  Headquarters,  also  to  all  who  kindly  got  up  Enter¬ 
tainments  for  the  Hospital  the  proceeds  of  which  amounted  to 
£83,  the  Committees’  hearty  thanks  are  due. 

Pound  Day  has  again  been  a  great  success  both  in 
contributions  of  Goods  and  Cash  which  amounted  to  £q8/'2/o, 
£10  of  which  has  been  set  apart  for  providing  additional  comforts 
for  the  Patients.

It  must  not  be  thought  that  our  ordinary  receipts  have 
exceeded  our  expenditure  as  the  sum  of  nearly  £100  standing 
on  deposit  had  to  be  withdrawn  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  legacy  of  £100  from  the  late  Sir  Stephen 
Leech  the  accounts  would  not  have  looked  so  flourishing. 

The  Committee  have  again  to  thank  the  Medical  Staff 
for  their  kind  attention  to  all  Patients  and  to  the  Matron  and 
her  Staff  for  their  unremitting  care  and  skill. 

No  painting  or  repairs  were  carried  out  during  the  past 
year,  but  there  is  much  work  to  be  done  as  soon  as  funds  are 
available. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  the  Committee  are  able 
to  announce  that  the  President  of  the  Hospital — Miss  Fenwick, 
has  offered  to  instal  Electric  Light  in  the  Hospital.  Your 
Committee  have  gratefully  accepted  this  offer. 

The  average  cost  of  each  Patient  to  the  Hospital  was 
nearly  £5.
